tblrd auccewiivo time In a victory (or 
Alpha Zeta— ttala time by a vote by 
tka JaitM a( two to oaa. Tha eoa- 
teet waa exceedingly cloae, tke mark- 
inga 9t the Judgea ahowlng that there 
was only ;iboLt olx [ter i i nt illffi i 
enc« between the ranks of ibetwucou- 
teetanta. This dlKerenee, too, was al- 
moot aattralir due to aa advaatage 
o( a gnar aaai . Mtvary aM WaiHA 
held by A. Z thruout, rattar thaa to 
any anperlor argument. 

I'he Jebutti wub llHtemd to by one 
o( tb« largest and most entbunlaatlc 
crowda ever gathered (or the occnalon. 
Tbe lower Hoar a( tha Ghagal waa 
filled, aad there waa tha graateet 

enthii>-lu»ni for the ;.ii<'aktTs, comhined 
with gruHl Ko<jd feelliii;. Km h ^|l( ilk- 
ei' aa he roae was giei tiil wiih luml 
cbeera and the waving o( fright color- 
ed ba aa a ra by tha partlaaaa at hla 
aoeiaty, and was applauded In doalag 
not only by bis. friends, but by bia 
KcniToiiM (ipiKji. <■..(«, led each time by 
ihu opposing debators themaelvea. Aa 
the debate prograased aad tha ekiee- 
neaa of tke oontaet waa mm tha ten- 
Blaa beeaaM great, aad whaa att bad 
finlahed and the reeult waa atlU ta 
doubt, the strain all over the bouse 
could almoNl b« xeen. The hK akliij; 
o( thia strain lu the announcement o( 
A. B.'a vtatary, r eiai u a. aa waa to be 
a ag ae t ej. la a nnrnagaadtoeU' Ho- 
leat aeeae of eatbaataaai. 

While the debate was an exo-edluj;! 
creditable performance tu both con- 
teataata, there were as uitnst alwa}a 
be tha caaa, aaveral polau wkick 
piaaaatad tk iaaia h raa far artttekaa. la 
tka fliat plaee, none o( the sprakera 
made enough •(fort to gain the sym- 
path) of the hoUHC— Ki'veral nf the 
s|>ee('h<>ii rontalued refereucea which 
only highly educated men could grasp, 
and there waa tkraout a tollare to 
■at ta tanah wtth tha BMwa at the 
hearata, Thta waa ahown by the fart 
that at no time did any of the hix uk- 
erH move the aiidlcnct.' out of Its 
altitude o( cold criticism— there waa 
no enthaataaa aad aa apeaker receiv- 
ed that eyatpathatla laaplmtlon whkih 
leada to rea| oratory. Alao, there was 
no appIauKf- in the niidille of the 
speeches — an<l to li-ll thn truth, bo 
attempt waa made by tbe speakers to 
elicit It. It waa aa K the naa had 
decided to appeal to tha Ja^ oaly. 
and forgot that tha Judges wi re to 
give their dedalon on the basis of 
the e((ect o( the siiocrhes on the au- 
dience there assembled. Qreater aim- 
pllclty in all the apaechea would have 
atraagthaaed tkeat, aad giaatar adap- 
tion weaM have glTia tbem weight. 
Tkere waa (or inslance, hut »n<' ria.'^li 
o( wit, humor or aarcasm in the whol 
debate, with the exception of turuInK 
back on tka apoakar an exprsoeion 
ha had hlaMalf aaad, aad tha eae 
aarpaatle onslaught was borrowed' al- 
most word (or word from a leading 
CohKie^snian. In ether worda, the 
debate was dull.

ner Allen of Toledo, was one Of tbe 
mofct notable of tbe %ear, and reeuUed 
til Inspiration and help to all ■^ho 
wi-ra tortaaato eaough to bear any 
Of tha tkraa addraaaea he deUvered. 
Hia pleaBing peraoaaUty aai foaeaful 
remarka nude equal Impnaatoaa on 
I> '^ea, and hte Ttott WlU teag ha re- 
nt mbe red. 

Mr. Allen's first address was a ser- 
mon at Ualoa Church Sunday mom- 
tag, at wbteh the Pariah Hoaaa waa 
more nearly filled than to often the 
(sto. His sermon, on some o( the 
le.'Fons to be learned from the word 
"Again" waa an exceedingly helptul 
one. aad aot only reaulted ta great 
gobd, bat had muA to do wtth the 
large attendanee at the Chapel In the 
ttening The Kallery of the Chaiiel 
wa.s i.euily f.iitd. almost entirely with 
cltireiis w.'io. by the way, are com- 
ing to thoae Sunday night aarvlcee 
ta tauiar aaaibara tkaa evar tkto year. 

In hU aermon Siuday night Dr. 
Allen spoke of tbe appeal there Is 
in Christianity lo heroism. Ii\ num- 
eroua eiamplea be ahowod how the ta- 
attaot ot harotam te ta every elaaa oC 
people. Tha r aa a oa Jaaaa gave bis 
dlaclplaa hard thtnga to do waa be- 
cauae he had confidence in them. 
"Have tbe courage," said Dr. Allen, 
"to be the ktad o( man or woman 
tkat Oed waato yoa to be." He cloeed 
by aflktag the atadaata to Qpaenber 
the following:

The Cannon That. 
Modernized Japan

Business is no longer a man to man con- 
tact, in which the merchant and the patron 
etublfsh a p*n9n»l bond, any mofc than bat- 
tle it a hand-to-hand g^rapple, where bone and 

muscle and sinew decide the outcome. Trade 
as well as war has changed in its aspect — both 
art now fought at long range. 

Just as a preaent day army of heroes would 
have no opportunity to display the individual 
valor of its members, just so a merchant who 
counts upon his personal acquaintanceship for 
success is a relic of the past — a business dodo, 

Japan changed her policy of exclusion to 
foreigners after a fleet of warships battered 
down the Satsuma fortifications. The Samu- 
rai, who had hitherto considered their blades 
and bows good enough, discovered that one 
cannon was mightier than all the iwords in 
creation // they could not get near enough to use 
them. Japan profited by the lesson. She did 
not wait until /t^rM^r ramparts were battered to 
pieces, but wat tatitfied with her mi« experience 
and proceeded to modernize her methods. 

The merchant who doesn't advertise is pretty 
much in the same position as that in which Japan 
stood when her 63^68 were opened to the fact that 

/f»!r.v had changed. The long range publicity ot a 
comi>etitor will as surely destroy your business as the 
cannon of the ft>reigners crumbled the walls of Sat> 
suma. Unless you take the lesson to heart, unless you 
realize the importance of advertising, not only as the 
means of extending your business l>ut for defending 
it as well, you must be prepared to face the conse- 
quences of a folly as great as that of a duelist who 
expects to survive in a contest in which his adnersary 
bears a sword twice the length of his own. 

Don't think that it's too late to begin because 
there are so many stores which have had the advantf^ 
of years of cumulatiw advertising. The city is grow- 
ing. It will grow even more next year. It needs 
increased trading facilities just as it's mmgry for new 
neighborhoods. 

Hilt it will ncT'cr ai:n{n support neighborhood stores. 
Newspaper advertising has eliminated the strength of 
being locally prominent, and five cent street car fares 
have cut out the advantage of being "around tJie 
cortwr. ' ' A store five miles away can reach out through 
the columns of the daily newspaper and draw your 
next door neighbor to its aisles, while you sit by and 
see the jxjople on } our own block enticed away without 
your being able to retaliate or supply new custopiers 
to take their place. 

It IS not a question of your ability to stand the 
cost of advertising but of being able to survive without 
it. The thing you have to consider is not only aa 
extet}sion of your business bi^t holding wliat you al* 
ready have. 

Advertising is an investment, the cost of which 
is in the same proportion to its returns as seeds are to 
the harvest. And it is just as preposterous for you to 
consider publicity as an expense as it would be for a 
farmer to hesitate over purchasing a fertiHoer if he 
discovered that he could profitably increase Idn crops 
by emfioying it.
